a Coast-wide lockout by the ship- 
owners on last- September 30th, 
when the 1934 arbitration awards 
expired, 

Kor this purpdse, the employ- 
ers had gathered an enormous 

war-chest, through a voluntary 
tax levied on theiy profits, with 
the intention of entering into a 
long and protracted struggle, a 
sort of endurance contest, by 
which they hoped to starve the 
workers out, and drive them 
back to work on the shipowners’ 
terms. 

Because the role and influence 
of the Maritime Federation was 
having a far-reaching effect on 
ever-wider sections of the labor 
movement on the Pacific Coast, 
and upon the seamen and long- 
shoremen of the Atlantic and 
Gulf Coast ports, the Waterfront 
Employers’ Association had the 
backing of powerful, reactionary 
open-shop interests such as the 
Industrial Association of San 
Francisco, the Merchants & Man- 
ufacturers’ Association of Los 
Angeles; the Chamber of Com- 
merce, and the big Eastern ship- 
ping interests. 

Shipowners’ Provocations 

A number of provocations were 
organized during 1935 and 1936 
by the employers, directed main- 
ly at-the militant longshoremen 
of San Francisco, in an attempt 
to create a split between them 
and the rest of the Pacific Coast 
district of the ILA, which was 
still under a reactionary district 
leadership until last summer. 
Thus was framed the lockout in 
the fall of 1935 over Vancouver 
“hot cargo,” and the second lock- 
out in the spring of 1936 over 
the “Santa Rosa’ incident.’ In 
each case, the employers were 
forced to retreat when they met 
a solid united front of the Mari- 
time Federation. 

They were also unsuccessful 
in their efforts to create a rift 
between the seamen and long- 
shoremen, when _ Scharrenberg 
and the whole ISU officialdom 
heeded the demand of the ship 
owners and revoked the charter 
of the Sailors Union of the Pa- 
cific. 

The shipowners prepared them- 
selves, therefore, for their big 
offensive .on September 30th. 
They attempted to mobilize all 
business interests behind them, 
frightening them with talk about 
the “ILA’s march inland,” point- 
ing to the organization drives 
among warehousemen, teamsters, 
and numerous other industries, 
directly or indirectly influenced 
by the Maritime Federation. They 
pointed to the “radical influ- 
ences” beginning to make itself 
felt in the San Francisco Labor 
Council. And above all they 
raised the spectre of the San 
Francisco General Strike of 1934. 

For the maritime unions, how- 
ever, this was not only a de- 
fensive struggle to maintain their 
unions and: the gains they had 
made in 1934; it was turned into 
a counter-offensive by the un- 
ions, with far-reaching conse- 
quences on a_ national scale, 
which resulted -not only in new 
and decisive gains for the Pa- 
cific Coast unions, but for the 
maritime unions on the Atlantic 
and Gulf Coasts as well, where 
the rank-and-file, particularly 
among the seamen, is making 
rapid strides in winning control 
of their unions, thus paving the 
way for the eventual building of 
a National Maritime Federation. 

As Earl Browder stated at the 
December meeting of the Cen- 
tral Committee of the Party, “If 
one compares this strike with 
the great strike in the same in- 
dustry in 1934, one cam see on 
what a higher plane it is this 
year—how much stronger are 
the forces of the maritime work- 
ers, how much more widespread 
is their influence spreading to 
the. other sections of the labor 
movement.” 

This victory was not yet pos- 
sible in 1935, mainly because 
of the reactionary policy pursued 
by the Ryan-controlled district 
leadership of the ILA, which was 
still: in the saddle at that time. 
When the first year of the 1934 
award expired, the Lewis-Morris 
clicque advocated renewing the 
agreements without any changes, 
and: this was accepted by the 
ILA membership, because they 
had won comparatively favorable 
conditions. 

The seamen, however, had 
made relatively smaller gains, 
and had a number of burning 
grievances and demands. But 
when they made these demands 
in September, 1935, the shipown- 
ers could afford to arrogantly 
reject them without even a hear- 
ing, because the ILA had already 
renewed their agreement for an- 
other year, Unfortunately, some 
of the .syndicalist elements in 
the leadership. of the Sailors’ 
Union attempted to use this, “al- 
ready at that time, to incite the 
seamen against the longshore>. 
men, overlooking the fact that 
it was not the- ILA membership 
to blame, nor the progressive 
leadership of the San™ Fraricisco 
longshoremén, which was chal-

800 Mono Craters 
Men Win Strike 


LOS ANGELES. Meeting 
with union leaders, the Los An- 
geles Bureau of Water and 
Power has , agreed to meet 
all the demands of Local 279 
of the International Mine, Mill, 
and Smelter Workers, Striking’at 
the Bureau’s Mono Crates Pro- 
ject.

FR Moves Aga Against 
Supreme Court 


WASHINGTON. — Finally 
moved to action under pressure 
of organized labor and progres- 
sive forces, President Roosevelt 
last week proposed legislation to 
Congress which would put‘a hal- 
ter, if not a curb, upon the “nine 
old men” of the U.S. Supreme 
Court. ‘ 

The President has, refused to 
consider a Constitutional amend- 
ment which would , remove all 
the autocratic funetions usurped 
by the Supreme Court, or to re- 
affirm the constitutional power 
of Congress to pass all labor and 
social legislation without .inter- 
ference from the Supreme Court. 
He did propose to provide for 
increasing the size of the Su- 
preme Court up to 15:-members. 

The proposed judicial reform 
would allow the President to ap- 
point an additional judge when 
any member of. the. federal 
bench with 10. years. service 
reached the age of 70 and does 
not retire within six months, ad- 
ditional appointments to be lim- 
ited to six on the Supreme Court 
and 50 in the federal judiciary 
as a whole. 

The .tactic. is. not ‘dissimilar to 
that adopted. by President Lin- 
caln during the Civil War when 
reactionary Supreme Court jus- 
tices pbstricted measures neces- 
sary to catry:on the war and 
Lincoln made - additions to the 
bench. :

Such 
distribution violates a convenient 
city ordinance. 

What Price the Constitution? 

On January 31, Assistant Chief 
of Police Roy Thomas refused 
a@ request that a copy of the 
“Constitution be given thee men, 


. but admitted that the general 


run of trashy magazines that lit- 
ter the news-stands would be 
perfectly acceptable. This refusal 
was made in the presence of 10 
or more witnesses, including’ sev- 
eral “administrators of the law.”

Shades of George Washington! 

The title of the disputed docu- 
ment is “The Constitution of the 
United States of America, with 
Comments by Famous- People,” 
compiled by Vivian M. Tift, and 
it may be purchased in the book 
department of any Woolworth 
store.

Historic Resolution

lution passed at that meeting. 
‘Whereas ... whereas... re- 
solved ... we declare for inde- 
pendent political action of labor, 
separate from existing parties 
and party politics ... and select 
gandidates from, the. ranks of 
organized | -labor - for, municipal 
offices in the forthcoming spring 
election.” 

That phrase, “from the ranks 
of organized labor,” had been 
the rallying point for the oppo- 
sition for two weeks.

GARDEN PLOT IS 
MUD HOLE, HAW-

Many Dangers to Health of 
Workers; Alliance Wins 
Battle for Men

HAWTHORNE—On spot 81, a 
community garden plot near 
here, there has been a lot of 
trouble, discrimination, favori- 
tism and general bull-dozing. 
This spot is a mud hole of the 
sticky adobe kind and the last 
three weeks has been a veritable 
lake of mud. 

“No work, no check,” is the 
rule, and one man received $11 
during the month of January 
with which to care for a family 
of four. 

Some Results Obtained 


But a foreman on the job re- 
ceived a full check. That start- 
ed the fireworks. About 50 of 
the men, led by the Workers’ 
Alliance, went to the WPA of- 
fice with a complaint. An in- 
vestigation by the WPA ensued. 
The supervisor was removed, but 
the. foreman. who. .regeived, full 
time is stilton the job. 

Qn Wednesday, January 27, it 
began raining while the men 
were in the field. They started 
for the tool-house, but the new 
supervisor came running out and 
waved the men back on the job. 
The men on this job are all 
class B, most of them from 45 
to 65 years old. .__ 

*Health in Danger . 

It is tough out there on the 
wet ground when smudge weath- 
er comes along, and some of 
the men have been wearing oOv- 
ercoats. Now; there is a bulle- 
tin posted that the men must re- 
move these coats, in spite of the 
fact that many of them have not 
enough warm clothing under the 
coats to protect them. 

This writer has talked to some 
of the men who have “flu,” and 
seem on the verge of pneumonia.

-1933,. when newly constructed 
school buildings collapsed due to 
faulty construction. 

Only the fact that the quake 
came ‘when the children were 
not in school, prevented a huge

1852, Abraham Lincoln gave 
a ringing denunciation of the
